The Department has carefully considered your letter 
of the 17th ultimo, requesting new batteries for the Joussard 
Indian Residential School. 


It is noted that you request two sets of 56 cells, 
or a total of 112 cells, similar to those supplied to the 
Grovard Indian Residential School last January. The cost of 
these batteries amounted to $1,319.00. 


While certain funds were provided for expenditures at 
the Joussard Indian Residential School this year, the Department 
understands that you have already made arrangements to expend the 
money provided. 


Recently, we have been obliged to incur some very heavy 
expenditures at other residential schools for which no special 
provision was available, consequently, the amount in thie year's 
appropriation for unforeseen expenses has been practically all 
assigned. 


Under these circumstances, the Department finds it 
extremely difficult to see ite way clear to supply batteries to the 
Joussard School at an approximate cost of $1,500. Would it be 
possible to make the present batteries last for another year or, 
failing thie, would one set of 56 cells be sufficient for this 
year and a similar set could be supplied next year.

I regret to say that the Fngineer from 
Bruce Robinson Limited who supplied the Batteries in Grouard con- 
sider that batteries should be installed immediately and no set ad- 
ded later. In view of that fact I would suggest the Department to 
supply one set this year (Tron clad)and I will borrow sufficient 
money to pay for the other set, said amount to be reimbursed me 
next year ouf of 1947-38 appropriation. 


T hope my suggestion will prove accep- 
table and will be treated accordingly.

I inp peated the water supply situa- 
tion at Jouseard Residential Sehool on February 
1939 and discmeed the matter as fully ae possible 
with all leesl and interested authorities. Before 
syesoomag on this trip, I a@ieeussed thie problen 
with Mr. O. Pe Solmidt, Inepeotor of Indian sffaire 
at Calgary, and aleo obteined as moh information 
as possible regarding the water levels of Lesser 
Slave Leake from Mr. O« ie Hoover of the Dominion 
Water Power Branch, Calgary. 


The present water guppy installe- 
tion has worked reasonably well and eatisfactorily 
during the summer seasons in the past, with the ex- 
ception of certain pointe whieh I will bring out 
later in thie report. They have alwaye had trouble, 
bat have managed to operate under @ifficulties dur- 
ing the winter seasons, until thie winter owing to 
the pipe line from the inteke te the ed freesing. 
This ie a streteh of 450 feet of 1-1/4" galvanize 
iron pipe. This winter the lake level has receded 
lower than at any prove recorded tim, with the 
result that there no water at the intake ani 
water has to be hanled in barrels from out in the 
lake to the pump, from whenee it is pumped to the 
miidinge. 


The school buildings are on a bench 
about 10 feet above extreme high water mark of the 
lake. Attempte have been mde in the past to drill 
wells close to the min buildings but no mter was 
found to a depth of 160 feet. 


There is a dug well at present about 

600 feet from the main building whieh supplies the 
barme This well ie 60 feet deep and 5 x & feet on 
the bottom and water seeps in very slowly, sufficient 
to handle comfortably the requirements for 50 head of 
etock.

I was infomed that the school author- 
ities hed previously dug a well at the pumphougse but 
414 not get sufficient water for their meede. Their 
explanation wae thet the lakebed consists of blue clay 
through whieh there fe little flow or seepage.

As the water oupply and sewrpe dis- 
powal are closely relatod problems, I checked over 
the sanitary arrangements at thie school and am 
foreed to eay that, while there has been no trouble 
or complaints in the past, I do not approve of then. 
There ts a 6° x 6* septic tank, which ie too small 
for 150 people and the diepopal field is too restrict- 
ed. Thie ie situated on the bank of an intermittent 
etream which empties into the lake about 500 feet 
Weet of the echool pumphouse. Aleo all the waste 
water from the laundry and kitchen empties direstly 
into thie intermittent stream without treatment. As 
@ result of these conditions, I believe there is a dan- 
ger of contaminating the lake wator at the inteke and re- 
commend that thie situation be brought to the attention 
of the Indien Affaire Branch to be Goneidered as a 
eacparate projeot during the summer monthe when the 
etream ie flowing and the examining officer wonld have 
the best chance of tracing ite diecharge.

As instructed in your memorendum of January 
20th last, arrangements were made for the making of 
an investigation of the water supply situation at the 
above School, and report received is attached in 
duplicate. 


By the system now being used at the above 
School, water is obteined from a well for the stock 
end from Lesser Slave Leake for domestic use. This 
system has been partly setisfactory until this winter, 
except that storage facilities have been insufficient. 
Owing, however, to extreme low water, in Lesser Slave 
Lake, there has been no water in the intake this 
winter. 


From history of wells in this district, it 
is our Engineer's opinion the 
for water in wells near main building. 
solution, therefore, appeers to be to go to the leke 
for water either by infiltration well at shore or by 
extending present pipe line further into the leke. 


We therefore recommend trying first, a well 
near lake shore line with estimated cost of {§450.00, 
as detailed on page 2 of our Engineer's report. It 
will be noted that only $100.00 of this amount is for 
the well, the remainder peing for improvements to present 
distribution system. 


Feiling to obtain sufficient water by above 
method, then it will be necessary to go out into the 
lake. The present pipe line is 450 feet long. This would 
have to be taken up and re-laid, below frost line, and 
an additional 950 feet of pipe put down, making a total 
of 1,400 feet of pipe line out into the lake. 


Our Engineer gives an estimate of $1,350.00 for 
this work but it should be understood that no estimate 
for this type of work can be guaranteed owing to un- 
certainty of availability of suitable equipment for the 
work in this remote district.

With tengest to the above, our 
Engineer, lir. LeCapelain, made an inspection of the 
water situation and has submitted his report. A 

copy of lir. LeCapelain's report is attached, together

at the Joussard school. It may be noted from lir. 
LeCapelain's revort that he does not consider probable 
that digging a well inthe wiciui ty of the buildings 
would a i a sufficient or Surtablesupply-of water.

Should this well prove unsatisfactory, 
it will be necessary to go out into the lake and lay 
sufficient pipe to a depth sufficient to make it sate 
against frost.

This report contained 6 recommendation that 
a well be dug close to the present pump house on the 
lake shore and estimated the cost of the well, tank 
ete. at 9450.00. 


As your engineer suggested that any work 
done be accomplished by the school authorities under 
the control of this Branch and that your engineering 
service remain entirely in en advisory capacity, I am 
arranging to forward an emount of 8450.00 to the Prin- 
cipal of the Joussard Indien residential school. If 
am informing him that he is not to proceed with the 
work until he receives d4efinite instructions from your 
engineer with recard to the manner in which the work is 
to be carried out. 


In regard to the present condition of the 
septic tank you may authorize your engineer to issue 
instructions to the rrinecipsi for the work required and 
funde for the purpose will be forwarded to the Principal. 
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I note that it may be necessary to extend 
the intake into the lake which would involve an 
extra expenditure of $1350.00. llowever, a5 this 
work, if required, could not be done until the 
early part of October there is no necessity of 
considering it at the present tine. 


For your information I may say that authority 

has been secured from the Honourable the Minister 
for the requisite work in connection with the water 
supply systems at the Joussard, Vermilion, Grouard 
and Sturgeon Lake schools. in forwarding this 
authority the Chief cxecutive Assistant stated thet 
the Minister desired to know if the Mines & Geology 
Branch had been consulted for the purpose of ascertaining 
if they had any information in connection with the 
under ground water supply et these four schools. The 

inister expressed the view that we should proceed 
carefully before spending money in drilling wells 
until we are certain thet there is a sufficient water 
supply. I should appreciate it if you would let me 
know if you have consulted the Mines & Geology Branch 
and, if so, let me have a copy of their report in 
order that I may forward it to the Minister's office.

We have practically no information about the 
ground water occurrences near the above mentioned schools, 
but judging from the geology it seems advisable to Limit 
the depth of drilling in some caseSe 


The chances of getting & water supply near the 
Sturgeon Lake School are probably good. The district is 
underlain by the Wapiti formation which contains several 
sand horizons that carry & good water supply in the Peace 
River district. I cannot tell to what depth you will 
have to drill here but it should be no deeper than the top 
of the black shale which underlies the Wapiti formation. 


The chances are probably poor of getting a 
supply he bedrock of all the other schools 
and drilling shou o the surface deposits. The 
bedrock in these places is @ black or dark grey shale. 


; It is impossible to tell exactly where you 
should drill, without having seen the ground. Usually in 
searching for water jn the surface deposits, gravel ridges 
and stream valleys are good places to prospect. 


We will be very glad to co-operate with you in 
any way we can, and if you wish to consult us please do 
so at any time. 

If you drill please let us know what results 
you get in order that we may have the information on file.

An experienced Engineer of our staff recently 
made an inspection of the proposed installation at this 
point and 7 am attaching herewith a memorandum prepared 
by our Chief Engineer covering the work that is recommended. 
You will note our Supervising Engineer recommends that 
three 720 gallon pressure tanks be purchased immediately 
and installed in the boiler room to provide a supply of 
water for fire protection. The estimated cost is $700. 


In regard to the source of water supply this 
can be secured from Lesser Slave Lake by running a pipeline 
out to deep water at a cost ranging from $1,000 to $1,500. 
An alternative is to build a deep well near the miss ion 
building which would cost approximately $1,000. A decision 
as to which method is the better will be made when the 
results of well drilling at the Grouard school are known. 
In the meantime, however, the three pressure tanks should 
be purchased. I am asking Mr. Mills to let me have at once 
specifications for the tanks and fittings and on which the 
Purchasing Agent can call for tenders.

Buildings; 


There has been no change in the number of 
buildings for some time past. 


The present buildings are of frame construction, 
shingle-roofed, and are very well built and cared for. 
The whole plant and lay-out is very tidy, and presents 
a beautiful view from the presant highway, which passes 
along the shores of the lake (Lesser Slave) -- approximately 
three hundred yards North of the buildings. I am told, 
that since the “laska Highway construction has started, 
hundreds of people have been seen to stop and take 
pictures of the school buildings; there must be thous- 
ands of these pictures in the United States. 


Fire Escapes: 


I cannot do otherwise them repeat what I have 
paid before regarding fire escapes: i.¢., These are 
wooden staircases outside the building. I found them 
in good condition and repair, but I cannot consedentiously 
say thet I consider them the proper thing on @ three- 
storey, frame building, with the dormitories on the top 
floor. What would happen if there should be a fire and 
a panic ocourred, no one can say!: I have always advocated 
outside, metal towers or tubes, and have not changed my 
opinion in this respect. I realize, that at the present 
time metal fire escapes are very difficult -- not to say 
impossible to get. I was informed that fire drille are 
held regularly.

They heave a beautiful garden, and harvested, 
among other things, 2,000 pounds of tomatoes. The potato 
crop was very good and was being taken up while I was 
there. 


Feed: 


The School have no hay lamds; they buy their 
hay from the Indians at time of hay-making, in July 
and August.

As to the purchase of 4 battery, the matter 
has been discussed with the Purchasing Agent who has informed 
me that the list. price of this battery is $1295.00 and that 
4f it had been purchased by the Department discounts would 
have been allowed which would have brought the cost down to 
$628.80, plus freight charges of $15.00 making a total of 
$843.80. 


I am not prepared at the present time to submit

Since september 1947 Reverend Father F. Sauve, who was 
formerly assistant principal at the Wabasca R.C. Residential 
School, was been assigned to the Joussard Indian Residential 
School for duty. This transfer of Father Sauve to Joussard 
has to a great extent improved the morale and the standard 
of the pupils of that school. This is especially noticeable 
with regards to the physical training program which Father 
Sauve has been able to direct to a high degree of efficiency. 
Father Sauve, as an instructor himself, has taken summer 
courses in physical training for several years and upon seeing 
the boys and cirls perform one can readily notice that he is 
accomplishing a great step in Indian Education. 


The number of boys and cirls taking P T. under Father 
Sauve is approximately 100. @me great draw-back is the lack 
of space in the existing Residential School. While he is not 
asking for a gymnasium, Father Sauve informs me that he has been 
successful in obtaining some funds from private sources and that 
he is willing to undertake the building of the necessary room 
space outside of the Reddential School. He is not asking for 
any assistance in so far as labour is concerned. The cost of 
material however, being so high, is estimated that he will need 
approximately $1,500.00 to purchase the required material to 
build this Physical wraining Room. 


Since this was unforeseen previously, it was not included 
in my 1948-49 estimates. If however there could be any possible 
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rnin Affairs Branch 


source where this money could be had from, I would recommend 


it to be a very valuable investment towards the health and 


education of the Indian Youth.

Dear Sir: 

I have just been thinkin about your telephone 
message last night asking me to try @ case at Driftpile against 
a treaty Indian woman for refusing to send her children to the 

R.G.Mission School at Joussard. As Driftpile is just outside 
my regular district I must get the permission of the Deputy 
Attorney Ceneral to go there. 

If I remember correctly this is the same woman, who 
with her father, had an argument some months ago with the 
Indian Agent in your office about this same trouble. I 
gathered from the argument that the seat of the trouble is 
religious differences and the woman had decided opinions on the 
matter, and for that reason the trouble will have to be 
approached with care and fairness. 

I am not sure that a case of this kind should be 
brought into the police court. 

Under Section 10 of the Indian ct the Superintendent 
General designates the school: to which the children must attend 
and I would suggest that the matter be laid before him as he 
micht fix some other school, because I understand there is 
another school to which this woman is perfectly willing to send 
her children. Itmight be a little aifficilt to get the 
matter before the Superintendent through the Indian agent, 
as you told me and I gathered the same from the argument that 
he is determined that these children shall zo to the 
Jussard Vission “chool. 

I do not relish the idea of getting mixed up in this 
religious quarrel as that is just what it appears to me at 
present. 

As soon as I hear from the Deputy Attorney General I 
will get in touch with you but in any case I will not be able 
to get down your way before the second week of January as I 
have a trip west and besides I have the Debt Adjustment work 
to look after and that keeps me glued to my desk a large part 
of the time

Dear Sir: 

I received a telephone call last night from 
the R.C.M.P. at High Prairie that they want me to try 
a case at Driftpile under the Indian Act against an 
Indian women for refusing to send her children to the 
R.C.Mission School at Joussard. Driftpile is outside my 
regular district. It appears that there is some objection 
to the Indian Agent trying this case. 

I am attaching a copy of a letter I am sending 
to Corp. Faulkner of the R.C.M.P. which will give you scme 
more information about the case. 

There is another case at High Prairie in which 
a treaty Indian boy is charged with breaking, entering and 
theft from a store at Enilda. ‘his sore also happens to 
be the Post Office but nothing belonging to the Post Office 
was stolen but Superintendent Hale of the Post Office is 
pressing for the case to be cleaned up.- I would have tried 
this case on my last trip but it was not ready. 

This Indian boy ran away from the R.C. Mission at 
Grovard and stole about $30 worth of goods, and I told the 
R.C.¥.P. to send him back there until the case was ready. 

Corporal Faulkner told me that there would be some 
objection if I sent him back to the Mission, but as he is 
a treaty Indian I do not think I have the power to make him, 
under the Juvenile Delincuents Act 1929, a ward of the 
Provineial Government and I would not wantto do so anyway 
unless there was some way of making the Dominion Government 
maintain him. I believe he would receive better discipline 
at the Vission than most other places. Will you please give 
me some advice for cases of this kind.

I attach hereto a copy of a letter received 
from W. Stewart, Police Magistrate, Peace River, also 
& copy of his letter to the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police at High Prairie in which he deals with a re- 
guest from the Police to hear a charge against an 
Indian womanwho refuseito send her children to an 
R.C. Mission School and also with regard to the case 
of an Indian juvenile who wes charged with theft. 


In the first case it is not the desire of 
this Department in any way to interfere with the dis- 
cretion of the Indian Superintendent at Driftpile. 
However, as the Magistrate has received some information 
which has given him some opinions about the case before 
hearing the evidence it is possible that you may wish 
to make further inquiries into this matter before 
laying the charge against this woman. 


With regard to the Indian juvenile charged 
with theft, I understand that in the case of an Indian 
juvenile who is dealt with under Section 20 of the 
Juvenile Delinguents Act that your Department will 
defray any costs incurred for the maintenance of such 
child. I believe that this was done in the case of 
Rosie Mayfield and Maggie Sitting Eagle who were found 
guilty of setting fire to a school and placed in the 
Home of the Good Shepherd in Edmonton. 


I would be pleased to have your views as to 
the proper disposition of these two cases.

On Christmas eve while the pupils wre going to 
attend church service, the father of the child came alongs 
pulled his daughter from the rank without the guardian noti- 
cing it, carried her to his vehicle and hastened home. This 
was done without the permission of the Principal nor mineé- 

St Germain Laboucan was requested to take the child back to 
the mission school but he was adamant in his determination 

to keep her. On January Srd, the matter was reported to the 
Royal Canadiar Mounted Police at High Prairie. Thas officer 
came immediately to this office with the School Principal 

who had joined him at Joussard- If prosecution had become 
necessary to enforce the return of the child to school, it 
was found that a case of this nature is not specifically 
covered by any section of the Indiang Act; the nearest but 
not quite meeting the requirements of the case being Sec. 10, 
s-s 4. The suggestion was made that Sec- 316, (a) and (bd) 

of the Criminal Code, respecting abduction,smight apply, the 
proviso being added that the priority of rights to the child 
as between the Director of Indian Affairs under the Indian 
Act and the father of the child should have to be established. 


Prosecution was not necessary as the father obeyed 
the warning of the ReCeMeP. to take his child to school which 
he did the next day- However as & similar case may recur which 
may require Court action I would like to be advised of the pro- 
é@edure to follow and the Acts and section under which to prose-~ 
cute te secure indictment.

I have your letter of the 14th instant, your file 
Noe 131-4-10, stating your decision in the case Bf Peter Willier 
and requesting a report in the case of an Indian woman refusing 
refusing to send her child to Joussard Residential School. 


I beg to advise that this woman is } Er. Kissay- 
nees-Cardinal, No. 44 Sucker Creek Band. She has a child, Floren- 
Ce Wio-tas-niow reached statutory school age. Since the beginning of 
the September school term, this family has been visited several 
times by the principal of the Residential School to induce her to 
send her child to school, the father of the child was quite willing 
but the mother refused. Upon the matter being referred to me I in- 
terviewed Cardinal and his wife, first on October 2nd and later on 
the 18th. On the last interview she refused in no uncertain term, 
the husband taking no part in the discussion. Besides the near abu- 
sive language she used, she stated that the reason why she would not 
send her child to school was because “they learned nothing in those 
schools". In view of the grossly unfair language used by her and 
poor value of the reason given I called in the ReCoM.P. Constable 
from High Prairie who served the statutory three-days notice as re- 
quired by Seetion 10, sub-section 4, to have her bring her child to 
school. This notice was not heeded to and on December 27th a second 
notice was served by the ReCeM-ePolice. To date it has had no effect; 
the child is not in the Residential School nor in the District Public 
School where the woman stated to the R.C.M.P. that she wanted to 
send her child to. 


I recommend that this case be brought to Court in or- 
der that I may obtain authority to take the child Florence into the 
Joussard Residential School. 

There is also a similar case on Driftpile Reserve which 
I want to be dealt® with through the Court. Jena Felix Beaver, Noe 
78 Driftpile Band, who has a child of school age whom he s eadfastly 
refuses to send to school. On the 7th or 8th of December he called

to urge him to send his child to school and he threw his treaty 
ticketat me saying that he was not treaty any longer and he de- 
parted. 


I would say that at the beginning of the school,I 
have had eleven cases of families refusing to send or return 
their children to school; it has taken much cajolettes and an 
insistence of every moment to bring nine of these cases to rea~ 
son; and I say that if those two cases are let off without the 
muxms Indian Act being enforced or other means taken to insure 
that those two children are placed in a school to receive an 
education, I am afraid that we will have many vayicancies in our 
Residential Schools next term.

Being in possession of a copy of your letter sent to Mr. 
L'Heureux, (File 131 - 4 - 10, Jan, 14th. 1932 ) I would like to 
let you know how matters stand here concerning some children seven 
years old and in good health not being in school, so you may under- 
stand well the situation and understand why I am asking the Depart- 
ment to enforce the Indian Act as far as the attendance at school 
is concerned. 

Several children of school age were kept home since September, 
for no reason whatever only thraugh ill will and cavrice of their 
parents. No complaint of any kind having been made against the 
school. They were kept home also against the will of the children, 
who if they were free would come to school to be well dressed and 
well fed,( that's their own words ). = I warned those people that 
according to the Indiah Act they were compelled to send their 
children to school and if they failed to do so, 2@ complaint would 
be laid against them: they would be judged and punished and children 
would be taken to school. 

This I did because I knew that the indians who had sent their 
children to school wanted the others to do the same, and also 
because it was the wish ( expressed many times) of the chiefs and 
councellors. Consequently those parents were served summons. 

At first they did not pay much attentih to the summons being 
under the impression we were running a mere bluff; later on having 
found we meant business, they changed their mind and sent their 
children to school with the exception of two. Now according to me 
those people should be prosecuted with the results that chiefs and 
councellors and other indians will be very glad to see that not only 
some but all indians must comply with the Indian Act. - While if 
they were not obliged to follow the Indian Act, all the others 
would be disatisfied and jealous; 20 the agent, the constable and 
the principal would be looked at as bluffers and would be the 
laughing stock of the reserves. 30 those children sent to school 
through fear of prosecution would be taken away for one reason or 
another. 40 next year other children would not come . - So we would 
never see the end of our trouble, and finally the Indian Act would 
be dead letter for our indians. 

So my conclusion is and I hope it is yours: let us enforce 
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enforce the law and see the end of our trouble gs.

I am in receipt of a letter from W.B. Skead, 
Driftpile, Alberta, in which he states that you 
expect to visit that agency in the near future. 
Consequently I thought 4t advisable to communicate 
with you at once. 


Mr. Skead's letter refers to the fact that 
a number of the children enrolled at the Joussard 
Indian Residential School aid not return to the 
school upon the expiry of the summer holidays and, 
when Mr. Skead endeavoured to return them, several 
of the Indians, particulerly alfred Giroux, No. 87 
of the Kinnosayo Band, stated that they did not 
want their ohildren to retura to Joussard, but 
that they intended to place them in white schools 
at their own expense. 


If Giroux or any other Indian wishes to 
plece his children in a white school at his om 
expense the Department has no objection, but too 
often this is only an excuse for keeping them home 
because it would probably be some time before our 
officials would know if the children were actually 
attending the white school regularly. With this 
in mind we favour the return of the children to 
the Joussard Residential School, or to whatever 
residential school in which they should be placed. 
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The Department would appreciate it if you 
would investigate the matter thoroughly when you 
are in the Lesser Slave lake Agency and let us 


have a report.

I have for acknowledgment your letter No. 131-4-10 of the 
27th ultimo, re Indians of the Lesser Slave Lake Agency <-- par- 
ticularly Alfred Giroux, No. 87, Kinnosayo Band, Driftpile, not 
wanting to return their children to the Joussard Residential 
School; but that they wanted to place them in White schools at 
their own expense. 


I beg to report that while at the Lesser Slave Lake Agency 
on the 6th instant, I interviewed Alfred Giroux, aged 34 years, 
himself an ex-pupil, he having attended the Joussard School for 
nine years. He has two boys: one, his son Guy, aged 7 years; 
the other, his nephew Leonard, aged 7 years, adopted, an orphan, 
son of Emil Giroux, deceased. 


The reasons advanced by Giroux for not wanting to send the 
boys to the Jousserd Residential School, were: 


"The children do not learn much in the residential school; 
some of them become bad boys and use swear words; some of them 
steal; some of the older boys ere rough on smell boys (new ones 
-- beginners). My boy sometimes walks in his sleep, so I want 
his mother to take care of him. I live not two miles from the 
Driftpile Rural Public School; I want my boys to go there; I can 
pay what it will cost." 


In reply to my questions, Giroux said: 


"yes, I had some unpleasantness with the Principal; he re- 
fused to help me to build a greme granary; he helped others, but 
would not help me (on credit); I was sore and said: ‘Alright, 
the time will come when 1 will heave some children of age to g0 
to school, and they will not go to the residential schoolij' 

Yes, on the information of the Principal, I was prosecuted and 
fined for being intoxicated at the school one time at Christmas; 
Mo, I do not hate the Principal now; I forget thet. There were 
some lies told at that time. I got so I won't do what the Agent 
asks me to do; I do not like him. Yes, the Principal sold me 
some lumber on time since then -- $9.00 worth; I paid ite” 


It was obvious when I first talked to Giroux, that he had 
a "chip on his shoulder" and at the Principal and the 
Agent. I brought it out of hin, e was very 
negligent, not to say that he re due through 
the Agency books, even though he could do 80; as 
has had considerable sums of cash pass through his hands. I 
him that I believed he was wrong in surmising that both the Agent 
and the Principal were against him, and would not help him, and 
told him, "Play the game fairly; if you get credit, pay your 
debts; you were fined for drunkenness at the school on Christmas: 
Accept the rap and don't do it again.” I then pointed out to him 
that we had a very good school at Joussard, whic he finally ed- 
mitted. 


I told him that we preferred having the Indian children attend 
our own residential schools, where we give them everything they 
need: lodging, food, clothing, medical attention and care, educa- 


tion and good training. 
(OVER) 
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I told him, that if for valid or serious reasons an Indian 
wishes to place his children in an outside school, the Department 
would agree to this, on the recommendation of the Indian Agent 
or the Inspector of Indian Agencies, but only on the clear and 
distinct understanding that the children would be punctual and 
attend very regularly at all seasons, and that the parents pay 
all tuition fees to the School Board. 


I then informed him that the reasons he had advanced were 
not sufficient for me to recommend the sending of the two young 
boys (beginners) to an outside school, and I would recommend to 
the Department that they be placed in the Joussard Residential 
School, the nearest to his home, some ten (10) miles away, tell- 
ing him that if he did not like this school, there was plenty of 
room for the boys at the Grouard Residential School some thirty 
(30) miles further away. He appeared to have changed his attitude 
before leaving me; I think he will send both boys to the Joussard 
School. 


Later that day the Provincial School Inspector, Mr. Stehlin, 
spoke to Acting Indian Agent Skead on the telephone, to tell him 
that they did not want Indian children in their school at Kinuso; 
that they did not have any room for them. I later made enquiries, 
ef Mr. Pickford, the local merchant at Driftpile, re the opening 
of the Driftpile School mentioned by Giroux, and was told that 
this school would not re-open this Autumn as there were not suffic- 
ient pupils to warrant engaging a teacher. I did not meet Giroux 
again before leaving, but asked Acting Indian Agent Skead to in- 
form him of this, and advise him to send his children to Joussard 
School at once. 


In conversation with the Reverend Principal of the Joussard 
School, he stated that there was no difficulty encourtered as 
regards pupils returning to school, but that it was the admission 
of new pupils that Alfred Giroux appeared to be opposing, and that 
he understood that he (Giroux) had spoken to one, Ambroise Giroux, 
re his daughter Edna, aged 7 years; also to Harry No Hat, re his 
son Adolphus, aged 7 vears, re sending their children to Driftpile 
School, but that the latter two were not in favour of this. The 
Principal stated that a few had been late in coming back; that 
in one case he had permitted a girl (Laboucan) to remain home 
for a couple of weeks because of her mother's illness (maternity). 
Two others, Angelique, aged 6 years, daughter of Kd Willier, and 
the step-son of Harry No Hat, mentioned above, had not yet returned, 
but were expected to return in a few days’ time. He added, that 
apert from Alfred Giroux, who is somewhat of an agitator, he had 
no trouble with the other Indians, and found the children happy 
in school. 


Re that part of the third paragraph of Const. Skead‘ts letter, 
wherein he says that Giroux states that .. "he had been advised by 
the Inspector that he could put his children into any school if he 
was willing to meet the cost": I asked Giroux, in the presence of 
Mr. Skead, who this inspector was; he appeared somewhat embarrassed; 
then said: "The one before you came.” I did not check him closely 
on this, but remarked to him that I have been in Alberta since 1937 
end had made my first visit to that Agency in May of that year.

I heve had an interview with Mr.Paul Sowan of Swan 
River bend No.17, who called at the Agenoy thie morning, regarding 
hie children. Mr. Sowan resides on the heserve, tut telie me that he 
owns some property in the Hamlet of Kinuso, and pays taxes there to 
the Kinuso school District. He wante to have his children attend 

the school there instead of sending them to the Indian Residential 
School at Joussard. I wags in Kinuso last week on some other business, 
and while I wae there, I was interviewed by Mr.B.boisvert, Chairman 
of the looa@l school Board, and one of the other Trustee’s, whom I 
do not recall the name, and they expressed the desire that these 
Indian children should not be allowed to attend their School. The 
first reason given by them, was that they were very short of room, 
and that if the children of both Paul and august sowan were permit- 
ted to attend their school, it would eventually lead to more Indians 
wanting to do likewise. They did not seem to want these children at 
their School. 


On thie same day when I was in Kinuso, Mr.Auguet Sowan 
spoke to me about hie children, and his desire was to send the m 
to Kinuso @lso. His reasons tor doing so were in my estimation very 
poor. His tirst reason was that the children at the Mission Schools 
children learned to steal, and that there was to much time spent at 
praying. Those were the only two reasons given by him. 


I would appreciate it very mich to have your decision 
on this question by return Air-Mail, as they want to have their 
children start school right after New Years. My reccommendation is 
that they should return to the Mission School at Joussard.

School, Jack Willier wo.215, Arohie NoHat, Wo.cl9 an Dan-G. Téadore 
No.214 of Joussard School, ran away from the Joussard School. 

I wish to state that Paul Chalifoux was also attending the Jouseard 
School since the opening term in September. Jack, Archie and Dan 
were returned to school on the 26th, the next day, and Paul is 
still at home. Paul Chalifoux was @ source of trouble at Joussard 
last year, and it was on account of thie that he was transferred to 
Grovard, and while he was there to finish the term last year, he 
was & very good boy @nd caused no further tréuble. On Sept. last 
when the time came for Paul to return to school, Francis Chalifoux, 
the guardian of this boy did not want him to go back to Grouard, 
but consented on having him attend the Joussard School. This I 
agreed to on the understanding that if Paul did not c@use any 
trouble there, he would be allowed to remain there, but if he 

ran away from school, 8e he had done last winter, he would ain be 
transferred to Grovard. This the guardian (Francie Chalifoux) a 
greed to. 


The point now raised, is that Francie Chalifoux does 
not want Paul to back to any school, as he saye that he is needed at 
home to help to-ustp Mary Chalifoux, the mother of thés boy. I 
might say that Mary Chalifoux is the lawfil wife of Jimmie Walker, 
# 53, Sucker Creek, but they have been seperafei for quite & num 
ber of years, and she hae been living with her father-and mother 
Mr.& Mre.¥raneis Chalifoux. She also claims that thie boy Saul : 
ie needed at home to help her, ae she is Slone with her mother 
and three children, one who is &@ sick baby since he was born, and 
requires special attention, and another boy of & years of age, who 
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ig mecically unfit to be at school. This family is not in good fi- 
nancial ciroumtences, as they are getting monthly rations foom the 
Agency, and their only means of existence, is for Francis to work 
out for & living, and prévide for the rest of the family. Francis is 
now 62 years eeof age, and is hardly able to be at hard work con~ 
tinwally. I quite agree that this boy can assist his mother at’ kone, 
but on the other hand, if this boy had not ran awag from school, 
there would have Been nothing said about it. 


T also told the rents of this boy that if they would 
let him go back to school, I would sesist them with firewood, cloth- 
ing and perhaps some extra food, but they refueed. They aleo have 
as an exouse that there are four boys of 14% yeare ef » Who Ore 
not attending school, and they feel that if their boy compelled 
to ceturn te school, these other boys should Slso go. I explained 
to them that of these four boys, one wae medic®lly unfit, having 
Deeter’s certificate, and the other three @re necdo at home, but 
they do set seea to want to underetand this. . ‘ 


Wy honest opinion ie thet, © am eatiefied that thie boy 
efn be of help 2t home, a0 he is healthy and estrone, and not lasy

I have your letter cf the 9th instant, 
with reference to Paul Chalifoux, pupil No. 206 of 
the Joussard Residential School. The quarterly return 
states that this boy is only 13 years of age, and if 
this information is correct it would appear doubtful 
if he would be of any great value at home. If he is 
discharged now, it simply means that he does not 
receive any more education, as it is extremely 
unlikely that he would ever return to school. There 
is the further fact, as stated in your letter, that 
if we discherge him it would probably encourage others 
to make similar application. 


I think you should again discuss the matter 
with the Principal and probebly the latter and your- 
self could have another interview with the guardian, and 
at that time you might point out to him the desirability 
of his taking more interest in the boy by allowing him 
to continue his education at least until the close of 
the current academic year.

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It is not a question of Family Allowances which 
prevents them from going to school, but mainly obstinacy, 
for various re8sons, such as not sufficient food, do not 
learn enough English etc. which is all false, &s I have care- 
fully gone through this matter with the Principal, Rev.P. 
Serrand, and have found out that these children are adequately 
fed, with good food, and also kept very clean. This school is 
known to be the best in our Agency. e

I might also add that al1 our Indian Residential School 
in this Agenoy, are not experiencing very much difficulty in 
having the children return to school, and generally speaking, 
the attendance is very good.

On February 25rd, I 
visited the Chief of the Sucker Creek Reserve and requested 
his full co-operation in seeing that the parents having 
children of school age be sent to school. The reponse has 
been very satisfactory,» not only from Sucker Creek but also 
from Driftpile. Prior to Mr. Morris’ visit there were 40 
children, 27 from Driftpile and 15 from Sucker Creek who were 
not attending school. To-date 35 of these children have been 
returned, 25 from Driftpile and 12 from Sucker Creek. On 
Saturday, March 2nd, I had the R-CoMeP« notify the parents of 
the remaining five children of the consequences of truancy. 
I feel confident the parents of these children will heed this 
first notice and no further action will be found necessary«

Further to correspondence re the above, this 
is to advise that Mr. Lapp, Major C. A. F. Clark and I dis- 
cussed this matter very with the principal of the 
Joussard Indian Residential School. The facts as already re- 
ported by Mr. Lapp and myself were found to be correct, except 
that the Indian families concerned are living on land belonging 
to the R. C. Mission and not on Provincial lands. However, it 
some of the families living on the Sucker Creek Reserve were 
eventually to follow the example set by the Kakinoosit family? 
they would more than likely take up residence on Provincial 
lands adjoining the Church land. 


It was finally agreed that Mrs. Kakinoosit's 
children would be accepted as day pupils at the Joussard 
Residential School provided that a grant on their behalf is 
authorized by the Education Division. This will also involve 
the acceptance of children of four other families livimg on 
the Chureh property. 


The principal stated that no other families 
would be allowed to take up residence on their property. If 
other families follow suit and take up residence on Provincial 
lands next the school, their children must not be accepted at 
the Joussard Residential School on a day school basis. 


If you concur in the decision reached, please 
advise. It will be necessary to make retroactive payment of 
Family Allowances on behalf of those children who attended the 
same school on the same basis last year, provided their attend- 


ance was regulare 

Mr. Lapp will also have to supply the school 
with the necessary forms so that attendance of the day school 
pupils, when not regular, can be reported to the Regional 
Director of Family Allowances.

2. Since his arrival at the Fort Smith Detachment, 
this boy has shown himself to be exceptionally bright and 
alert, and far above the usual Indian of his age (14). 
He is exceptionally clean about his clothing and person, 
baths practically every day, and takes pride in his 
appearance. He has also shown himself most willing in 
performing the chores and work allotted to hin. 


3. His formal education has been sadly neglected, 
throuch no fault of his own. All members of the Fort 
Smith detachment have taken a keen interest in the lad, 
and Cst. Coulter, who was a school teacher before joining 
the Force, has been teaching him for several hours each 
day in grade three subjects, assisted by the other 
detachment members. 


4. The improvement in this boy's general attitude, 
etc., since coming here, has been amazing. In my opinion 
it would not be to his best interests to parole him at 
this time. I feel that his chances of ultimate rehabilita- 
tion would be greatly enhanced if he were left here at 
least until Spring, when, if he were returned to Fort 
Simpson, he could come under the continued guidance of our 
members. It would perhaps be better however, if he could 
be sent from here to a good Indian school rather than re- 
turn to his home at Simpson. I feel that he has very good 
possibilities, if given the opportunity to make good. 


5. I agree that the course sugzested is a 
deviation from regular routine, and could not be followed 
in every such instance; however I feel in this case it is 
well worth while.

: The above noted Treaty Indian boy, 
born the 24th of December, 1935, was sentenced at Fort 
Simpson, N.W.T., on September 26, 1950, to serve one 
year at hard labour in the Fort Smith guard room of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police upon being convicted on 
two charges of breaking and entering and one charge of 
wilful damage. 


The Juvenile Delinquents Act was not 
in force at Fort Simpson at the time and, therefore, 
the Stipendiary Magistrate had to deal with the case in 
accordance with the provisions of the Criminal Code of 
Canada. Attached is an extract from a report submitted 
by the Officer Commanding the Fort Smith Subdivision of 
the h.C.M.P. recommending that young Norwegian be 
paroled in the near future and that he be sent to an 
Indian school to further his education. 


I understand that it might be possible 
to admit this boy to the Indian Residential school at 
Grouard, Alberta, and upon definite advice being 
received from you that he will be accepted in this or 
some other svitable institution, the matter of obtaining 
a remission of his sentence will be submitted.

With reference to the Returr, ‘+ is 
noted that in many instances pupils were absent 
during the Quarter and in the Remarks Colum the 
Principal indicated the dates during which these 
children were at home. From the information indicated 
in the Remarks Column, it would appear that in all 
instances the children were actually at home during 
the period indicated with the result that in almost 
all cases the Principal claimed two days more for each 
pupil than the grant to which the school was entitled. 
These children left the residence the day before the 
date indicated and returned the day following the date 
shown. 


To avoid future errors of this nature, it is 

suggested that you advise the Principal that he should 
indicate in the Remarks Column the date the pupils left 
the residence and returned to school. In other words, his 
remarks should pertain to the actual attendance of the 
children in the school rather than their stay at home. 
This practice is followed by most of the Indian residential 
school Principals and this system has proved satisfactory. 
You may advise the Principal that the school is entitled 
to Per Capita Grant for the day the pupil left the

T have the honour to report for your irformation 
that on January the 7th.1899 the boys of this 
institution were dressed as usual to go out to piay, 
and were warneqnot to go near the hill about one 
hundred (T00) yards from the back of the institution. 
They had scarcely been out of the house fifteen 


minutes (15) when one of them came running in,

said some of the boys were buried under the snow. 


we at once went to the scene ara founda that the 
snow on the side of the hill had slidden aown. 
Two of the boys were visible,these we at once set 
to work to dig out,ore of them was buried up to the 
waist, ani the other to the chin,finding there were 
still two missing, ve ut once got assistance from a 
rancher who resides close by, ana sent for the 
Tndians. “e found one of the boys about twenty 
minutes past ele (TT.20) but life was extinct, 
but the second was not founa until about fifteen 
minutes to one (15.1) who was also quite 4ead.

The Indian department has recelv~ 
ed word of the death of two Inc 
clildne. who were 10 attendince at 
the boarding school on the Piegan 
Jieserve, soutinwest of Macleod, by & 
guowslide, on Jan. 7. During re- 
coms some Of the boys went to slide 
on a kill about a hundred yards be- 
lind the school. This hill was known 
to be dangerous and sliding there had 
been prolibited. They had not been 
gone but a few minutes when some 
pupils ran into the school saying #ev- 
eral boys were buried under the snow. 
The members of the staff ran out and 
discovered that while the boye had 
been sliding a snoweslide had occurred, 
which apparently frequently hap- 
pens there, and that two of the pup- 
ils could be seen buried In the snow at 
the bottom of the hill. One was burl- 
ed up to the waist and the other to 
the neck, and both were rescued alive. 
Two boys were still missing und an 
attempt was made to rescue them 
One boy was found in about an hour 
anc another In two hours. Both had 
been dead for some time when found 
The parents of the children were 
summoned and assisted in the rete 
cue work It is understood the Indi- 
ens do not blame the acl ol author 
ities a& they themselveg warned the 
clildrer, against going near the 
hill, The coroner at Pincher Creek 
was notihed but did not think an in- 
oucst was neceysary. The names of 
the boys killed were John Brightiron, 
aged §, and Frank Calfchief aged 10 
The lilt is about sixty feet high and 
tlhe snowslide carried down the snow 
for 200 feet along its face.

influence have proved most moral and progressive. He 
has succeeded in getting them to erect better houses, 
and their superior character is manifest. <A number

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The sohool is provisioned for 30 pupils at 
$72, and has an average attendance of about 35. This 
is one of the few boarding schools carried on without 
a deficit, and in Order to do so I'r. Faynes has to 
exercise most economical management and could not 
possibly raise funds to buy stock or horses out of the 
per capita grant. The Yoman's Auxilijiary pays the 
salary of the teacher, but that is as far as they oan 
go. I think Mr. Haynes should be encouraged in his 
good work, and, if funds oan be spared, I would re- 
commend that the Commissioner be authorized to prom 
cure a pair of horses for the schoo, which, Mts.

During my visit to the Peigan reserve, 
Alberta, I went over the C, of E. Indian Boarding 
school building. I beg to call your attention to 
a few of the conditions which I found. 

My first impression was that the location ie 
decidedly bad. The pbuilding is situated near & creek, 
and on very low ground. I was told that the overflow in 
the erring flooded the land at the rear of the building 
and left an offensive sediment. The ground wae very 
soggy and wet the day I wae there but a new fall of 
gnow covered a great deal from sight. I had to pick 
my way sround, however, in order to keep ary. 

The hills immediately at the rear of the 
buibding »rTe productive of @ great deal of dust at such 
times as the wind blows in the summer. The waste water 
ie dumped at the rear ofthe building and the refuse 
throwm into a creek bottom whence it ie expected to be 
washed away in the spring floods. + do not think that 
any building in this location could be ke}t clean. 
Certainly the place is a breeding place for flies, and 
in the building there were evidences of & great many. 

School is conducted in the laundry annex. 

Tt is necessary to pass through the kitchen in order to 
enter the classroom. When I entered the school room 
the largest boy in the class wae sprawled full length 
on the floor beside the stove.. The floor wae far from 
being clean. I noticed “hat the teacher had, what I 
considered, a poor method of teaching. She goes from 


one desk to another and squate down beside the pupils 


Ao 
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to inetruct them. Her desk, a very dilapidated old 

table, was piled high with 014 books etc. and showed 

no signs of use a8 & desk. It was aleo very dusty. 

The walle of the room had sprarently peen repaired 

but were siready getting in bad shape again. The 

children, with the excpption of two girls, were very 

poorly clad and their clothes were dirty. Two of the 

boys were at work on the wood pile, (during school hours)-« 

Principal Fisher took me through the reet of the building. 

The kitchen floor had two large pools of water on it, 

one at the pump and the other 4n overflow from the waste 

water can. The floor was dirty 2° also the walls. I 

aid not care to stop long in this part. There are two 

dining rooms, one for the pupile and onother for the 

ataff. The pupile' dining room was far from inviting 

while the staff dining room, which one might expect to 

be a model, was very untidy. The boys' playrfom wae very 

dirty end the walls were in bad shape. I wae informed 

that the floor had been lately rainted, but the only 

signe of paint that T could see were in the cracks. 

In the dormitories, upeteire, conditions were very little 

better. In the open air dormitories, which are not 

veed during the cold weather, there were & great many 

Jead or atupified flies on the floor. The dust from 

the hille previously referred to was greatly in evidence. 
It is not & pleasant duty to place on record 

guch an unfavorable report of conditéons in an inetitution 

to which the department looks for the education and 

improvement of Indian children. Success along this line 

must be the result of firet, example, and secondly, 

instruction. Certainly I could see no commendable 

example at this ppilace. If I am obliged to say that 

the personell of the staff afforded no very uplifting 


example 
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example, I am at once inclined to refrain from laying 
too much blame on the staff as this may be due to 
insufficiencyof staff.I am constrained to say, however, 
that this institution is in no way a credit to the 
depastment nor those who are running it, and I fail to 
see if what way it can te of any benefit to our Indian 
pupils.so long as it is run as st present. the building, 
however, ig in too bad condition to warrant any very 
extensive repaire or improvements. he best that could 
be done would be to close it for such time as would be 
required to thoroughly clean it and disinfect it. 

In the event of a new building being contem- 
plated I would urge that the department insist on a 
better location. It would be a grave mistake to 
continue the use of this location for echool purposes. 
No building coild possiblg be kept clean in this location. 
I think that a cesspool of some kind should be built as 
soon a@ possible. There is on file a report foom the 
medical officer on this school and I can bear him out 
in all he says. I do not think that there is any malice 
shown in hia report. Looking at the conditions from 
& medical man's standpoint, I am surprised that hie 
report is not etrénger than it is.

The patients 
were all doing well, The condition of the hospital 
was, in every way, all that could be desired. I could 


find nothing that I would wish different. When it

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is considered that the nurse has done night and day duty 
without relief ever since taking charge, I think that 
she deserves every credit. Certainly here was 4a 
shiming example for the children which they would never 
get at the school... I noticed a great difference in the 
discipline also. There was no doubt as to who was in 


charge.

Ae far back ag 1912 the attention of the Department 
wes drawn to the inefficient administration of the Clurch of Eng~ 
land Boarding School, on the Peigan Reserve. In the early pert of 
1918 matters were in such a condition thet the Department wes com- 
Pelled to take the stand that the grant paid under the terns of 
the contrast would have to be with-held unless the manacenent 
oonformed to the reculations. 

For your information I micht state briefly thet 
at that time, making all due allowance for the character of the 
building, there did not appear to be any effort made to conduct 
the school as it should have been; there was a seneral air of un- 
tidiness about the schools the schoolerecr had been turned into a 
laundry and classes were held in the boya? play-roon which was 
too small and badly lighted ana ventilated; the starr was re@- 
Ported te be* inefficient and inespable; the stook in comection 
with the achool was neglected - not sufficient food even veing 
Provided for then during the winter. 

Following thie the Medical Attendant, Mr. Gillespie, 

A aleo reported that the staff was entirely too small and inefficient; 
pr tat the clothing supplied ana worn was unsuiteble; that the chil- 
/ ; Y dren were not kept clean; that the premises were dirty and une

sanitary. He finished his report by recomending that the school 


J be closed until properly disinfected and repairs made. He found 


twelve diseased Children there and the Departnent furnished the

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cottage hospital and removed them there for treatment. I may 
remerk that they were affected with some form of tuberculous 
or syphilitic diseases. 

These serious conditions were brought to the atten- 
tion of the clurch authorities with the result that some new mem- 
bers were appointed to the staff. The building was thoroughly 
@leaned and renovated and the premises were also cleaned. Mr. 
Inspector Markle and the Medical Officer reported considerable 
improvenent both respecting the premises and the general manage- 
ment of the school, as a result of wiich the Department in Aug- 
ust, last, decided to continue the contract temporarily. 

It is desired to heve a full report from you upon 
the conditions as they now exist, having special reference to 
the terms of the contract, a copy of which is being sent you; I 
may remark that thie solool ig in Class C. At the time of the 
investication above referred to the hours of tuition were only 
from 9 to 12, three hours a day. Tiie the Department considers 
is not sufficient. They were not, as mentioned above, using the 
proper class room. The Department would like you to refer to 
these two points. It is also desired to know what disposition 
was made of the furniture, furnishings, eto. supplied by the 
Depa-tment at the time the cottage hospital was opened.

Dear Canon Gould: 

Relative to the letter written you by Indian Agent 
Graham in which he states that it is necessary to issue a Warrant for 
the apprehension of the deserters, I was informed, in a recent letter 
received from the Department of India Affairs, that in case of any 
absentees I was to notify the Indim Agent, whose duty it was to 
have them returned to the School. Such has been done in every case. 

It is now November 8th, and nothing has been done to- 
wards returning the deserters. If such a policy is allowed to proceed 
the Grant earned during this Quarter for the attendance of pupils will 
in consequence of their absence, be reduced to an almost negligible 


amount. Yet full provision was made regarding foodstuffs, etc., for 


a full attendance. It is evident that direct action meeds to be taken,

Dear Yanon Gould: 
‘at the above School. 

Since your departure, and until Wednesday the 
17th, inst., none of the absentees had been returned to the School, 
but in the meantime seven more had deserted, thus leaving the School 
almost destitute of boys. 

In order to have them speedily returned, I followed 
out most minutely the instructions as sent me by the Indian Department, 
and repeatedly asked for the co-operation of the Indian Agent in 
affecting their return, This was apparently refused, for in two 
specific cases he requested the people with whom the pupils were 
staying to keep them around carp for a few days. One of these two 
boys stayed in Mr. Haynes’ house for three successive nights, and 
the Missionary then started a report amongst the Indians that the 
boy was so filthy and dirty that he had to provide him with a change 
of clothing, asserting that was the reason the boy left the School. 

I might state here that this same boy had been absent from the School 
eleven days prior to his visit to the Mission House,(of which fact 
Mr. Haynes was quite aware), and during that time had slept in sev- 
eral Indian houses and in hay stacks, and had not taken off his 


clothing since leaving School. 
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The Missionary has also during the past week been 


® soliciting complaints about the School from a neighboring rancher, 


but asking that his name might not be mentioned. Needless to say, 
such conduct met, (in this case) with a well deserved rebuke. The 
inference is obvious. 

Seeing that the Indian Agent at Brocket was openly 
defying constituted authority by allowing the deserters to habit- 
ually frequent the camp around the Agency, (he informed Mr.Heron 
that the Indians had refused to send the absentees back) I there- 
upon called to see the Officer Commanding the R.C.M.P. at Barracks 
at Macleod, and asked if he would kindly instruct his man at Brocket - 
Stevens - to apprehend and return the pupils to School. 

This he promptly did, for nine boys were brought back 
yesterday by Corporal Stevens, who stated that the balance would be 
rounded up and returned during the next few days. 

I called upon the Indian Agent and read, and also left 
him a copy of the letter containing your conclusions dealing with the 
deserters, On @ subsequent visit of Mr.Heron to the Office, Mr. 
Graham indignantly handed the letter to him, stating that "Canon 
Gould's opinion carries no weight with me, os I receive my orders 
from the Department". 

I trust that you will pardon this bald statement of 
facts. This is not being sent as a complaint, but simply to place 
before you the recent developments in order that you may be thor- 
oughly conversant with the mein events. 

The points at issue are the sei- 

(1) Is the School to be the loser of the grant of the absentees? 
(2) Is the tone and discipline of the Institution to be demoral- 
ized by the insidious influence of outside sources ? 


(3) The improbability of obtaining new pupils under such conditions. 
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In view of adequate provision being made for a full 


Wrenaance, and the apparent laxity, opposition, and negligence dis- 


played by those in authority, would strongly recommend that a ruling 
be sought from the Department in order that the espirit de corps and 


finances of the School may be safe-guarded. 


Thanking you for your past assistance, and earnestly

Dear Mr, Middleton: 

On further reflection, with regard to the 
subject matter of my letter to you posted last evening, I feel 
that I must depend on your judgement with regard to the matter 
of forcing the “deserters” back to school just at once, I am 
unable to judge of the state of mind among the Indians. We 
must avoid at all costs even apparent grounds for anything in 
the nature of an outbreak of their part - with their heads 
filled with wrong notions they might possibly take some unfore 


seen and regrettable action. No great harm will be done by 


going slowly until you have time to write me, and also for you 


to hear from me. Again, I say, I must depend on your considered 


judgement and knowledge of the Indim character.

The Rev.S.Middieton, 
Dear Mr. Middleton, 

I have learned with very great regret that, 
following my visit, two more boys, "George" and "Sam" , have 
deserted from the Peigan Boarding School. 

I have,since my visit, to the School, given a 
great deal of thought to the situation. I am persuaded that no_just 
cause exists in the School itself for the desertions in question, end 
for those which preceded them. The children are well fed, clothed, 
and cared for, The discipline, while strict, has not been greater 
than the conditions required, while the physical punishments have been 
of the regulation type which are inflicted in all our schools for 
white children. 

Under these circumstances it is, in my opinion, 
your duty to call upon the local Officers of the Department of Indian 
Affairs to exert their full influence and authority under the reg- 
ulations of the Yepartment, in returning the pupils who have deserted, 
to the School, and keeping them there. I do not include in this state- 
ment the two older lads, since I am very doubtful of the wisdom of 
retaining them in school. 

I hope to pay an early visit to Ottawa, and will 
then discuss the whole situation personally with the Deputy Inspector 
General for Indian Affairs. I will also take up with him the cases 
of the two “older lads" under discussion, and desire in consequence 
that you take no further steps, in the meanwhile, concerning them. 

You are at liberty, if you so desire, to show this 
letter to the local Official of the Indian Department, as containing 
my conclusions after giving the situation my very careful consideration

In accordance with your wish I beg, herewith, 
to place in writing the chief points discussed in our conversation 


of yesterday. 


1. The Peigan Boarding School: 

On the occasion of ny recent visit, October 25th, 
to this School, I found awaiting me,on arrival, @ note 
from Mr.Graham, the Indian Agent, meking request that I 
call to see him. This I did, about 9:00 a.m, in his 
office, and thus discussed with him certain matters in 
connection with the School, prior to talking them over 
with either the Principal of the School or the Missicnary 
on the Reserve. 

I subsequently had conversations with the 
Principal of the School, with the resident master, with 


the missionary on the Reserve, with the local officer of 
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the Mounted Police, end also had a “pow-wow" in the evening 
with about fifteen Indians. 

My firet visit to this School was made two or three 
years ago when we were meking preliminary investigations with 
a view to the taking over by the M.S.C.C., from the several 
dioceses concerned, of full and direct responsibility for 
the Indian work, 

At that time, I was deeply impressed with the pre- 
vailing unsatisfactory conditions. I found, for example, 
two of the older boys chained together as a punishment 
for desertion, taking with them the school team and rig. 

I found ether conditions which I described to you, in bfief, 
yesterday. The missionary was then in charge with an 
Assistant Principal in residence. 

Our Executive Committee, es soon as possible after 
teking over responsibility for the School, endeavoured to 
put an end to this condition of affairs by appointing the 
Rev.S."*Middleton, Principal of the Blood School, Acting 
Principal, also, of the Peigan School; with a resident 
master, Mr. Heron, in direct charge. 

The immediate results were apparently very good. 
Discipline was asserted and a Cadet Corp organized, foll- 
owed by a successful Field Day held by the united Cadet 
Corps of the Blood and Peigan Schools, 

The elder girls also were taken,along with those 


of the Blood School, for a month's holiday to the very

ey satisfactory surmer camp held on this Society's leased prop=- 
erty at the Waterton Lakes. I visited Waterton Lakes, I 
may add, and found it a delightful spot. Our Executive 
Committee, on my recommendation, has voted the money needed, 
for the erection there next spring, cf an enlarged and sat- 
isfactory gitis dormitory. 

On my recent visit, in view of the conflicting 
statements given me, concerning severity of discipline, I 
paid particular attention to the bearing of the children 
in the School, especially the boys, and came to the con=- 
clusion that their free and easy conduct conveyed no 
impression of "terrorism", on the part of those in charge. 

I noticed, for example, the fact that although the Principal, 
the Resident Master,and I were in an adjoining room, with 
only a thin partition between, the boys formed up in their 
play room and headed by a"mouth organist", more vigorous 
than msical, marched around the room. Boys, who are treated 
with undue harshness, do not,I submit, engage spontaneously 
in such “antics” in the very near neighborhood of their 
masters. 

Following the summer holidays, two of the larger 
boys who have given repeated trouble failed to return, and 
their example was apparently, to some extent, responsible 
for the repeated desertions which have, since, taken place. 

The causes of these desertions are to be sought, 
I am persuaded, more in influences which exist outside the 
School than in conditions which are to be found within its 


walls. One of the boys I understand, for example, deserted 
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® the night following his "birthday party" which had been held 


in the School in his honour. 

The “outside conditions" in question mst, I believe, 
be faced and overcome, and they must be overcome through the 
co-operation of the authorities of the Indian Department and 
of the Missionary Society in insisting that all the local agents 
of both shall submerge personal antipathies ani work together 
in loyal co-operation for the success of the School. 

I enclose copies of: 

(1).My letters, dated Oct, 29th, 
and Oct. 30th, written to the Principal prior to my return 
from the West. 

(2).The Principal's letters to 
me, dated Nov, 8th, 9th, and 20th, and received this morning. 

In conclusion there is no question in my mind but 
that the two boys, Joe Warrior and Bert Stripped Squirrel,are 
incorrigible, and that they should be brought back to the 
School and then formally and publicly dismissed. As for the 
others, there is no way open before us, if the old methods of 
“incarceration” and “chaining up" are to be forever eradicated, 
as they have and must continue to be, than to insist that 
every deserter shall be brought back every time he deserts and 
be given such “regulation type" of punishment as his offence 
demands. In this way only, I am certain,can the boys, the parents, 
and all others concerned be convinced that petty intrigue and 
wholesale desertion will not be tolerated as the local express= 


ion of dissatisfaction with the means adopted, by those responeibs

I am today writin; to the Rev. Mr. Middleton, the 
Pyinoipal of the school, and our local Agent, Mr. Graham, with 
reference to the matter. 


It is hoped with, closer co-operation on the part 
of the school authorities and the Agent and the dicregarding 
by them of any personal differences, that the present unsatis- 
factory conditions, especially oe regards the frequent desertions 
from the school, wili cease. 


Both the Agent and the Principal are being informed 
that the two boys mentioned by you a8 the worst offenders are 
to be brought back to the school and then formally and publicly 
dismissed and other absentees are to be returned.

Rev. Sir,- 


My attention has been drawn to the frequent cases of 
absconding pupils from the Peigen (C.E.) Boarding School. These 
have been of suoh frequent occurrence in the past few months as 
te seriously interfere with the work and suecess of the school. 
I have recently, in an interview with Rev. Canon Gould, Goneral 
Seoretary of the Misciomry Society of the Church of England in 
Canada, discuesed this matter with him, 


The present conditions should be faced and overcome 
through the co-operation of yourself ani your stafi acting in 
harmony with the local Indian Agent, and any personal differences 
which exist should be disregarded and all work together in loyal 
oo-operation for the success of the school. The Department 
cannot tolerate these frequent desertions and it is thought that 
yourself and the ataff should be able to exercise closer super- 
vision over the pupils and see that they do not get the opportun- 
ity to run away. 


Regurding the two most persistent truants, namely,- Joe 
Warrior and Bert Stripped Squirrel, I be, to say that these boys 
should be returned to the school und then they should be formally 
and publicly diemiesed. It is necessary, in the interests of the 
discipline of the school and as «a lesson to the parents, that 
this course be carried out in their cuse. All the other pupils 
who are absent should be returned as soon ae possible and they 
nd the parents should understanmi that any pupil absoconding in 
future will be returned to the school. 


With reference to the payment of the grant for pupils 
who are absent without leave I beg to say that, cwing to the ex- 
pense involved in having them returned to the school, the De 
partment would not be justified in allowing the school the grant

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for them while they are absent. I might point out that the 
expense occasioned during the past months, owing to the om 
ployment of the police in returning deserters, hase been heavy. 
When a deserter is returned to the sehool it is expected 

that yourself ani the ataff will see that such pu 4l does not 
agein get the opportunity to run sway. It in considered, with 
due eupervision by yourself and the etaff, acting in harmony 
with the local Agent, that the causes which have led to the 
frequent absconding will cease. 


You should endeavour, with the assistance of the 
staff and the Agency officisis, to overcome any prejudicial 
feeling against the school on the part of the parents, and I 
trust that wore favourubdle reports will be received ami that 
you will mect with every success in your future work in this 
aohool. 


I aw today writing Zr. Agent Graham and requesting 
him to co-operate with you and ascist you in every wey that he 
can in carrying on the work and making it @ success, and I 
confidently hope that the present wisunderstandinge bet ween 
the school amd the agency will cease and that both will work 
together in the interests of the school. The Agent is also 
being requested to take iumediate steps to have ali pupile re- 
turned to the sohool.

There have been some changes in the duties of the staff of 
this school this month, Miss Wilkins is now boys’ matron 
and is doing splendid work. These boys, before she took them 
in hand, were lousy and dirty. She has everything claenea up 
and in good shape and by giving the boys constant and sympa- 
/thetic supervision has put a stop to the truancy amongst the 
boys at this school. This bears out what I have already re- 
ported to the Department in connection with this school, The 
whole cause of the frequent truancy here was the utter lack 
of sympathy displayed by the principal and assistant principal 
towards the little Indian boys. Deanoness Stapleton's work 
with the girls of this school nas always been excellent. She 
is a splendid matron and I regret to hear that Mr, Middleton 
is thinking of sending her away. This will be a very great 
loss to the school as the deaconess has the confidence of 
the Indian girls and their parents have a very great recard 
for her.

That Mr.Arthur,as Agent in Charge of the Peigan Agency,has 
erred in the way just intimated, our Commission have suffi- 
cient reason to believe, and they have instructed me to 
request you to take whatever action you may consider neces- 
sary in this important matter. 


They have further instructed me to request you to reconsider 
the action taken by him in placing the children of No Chief 
in the R.C.School. This matter was brought to the attention 
of your Department during my last visit,which was on Oct.26, 
1923, when the Superintendent of Indian Education undertook 
to address a letter to Mr.Arthur in this connexion.
